I feel that we 
are taking such action in Congress

WYLIE ELMER BENSON 


Death came suddenly to W. 
E. 
Benson, in the Hendrick Memorial 
Hosp ital in Abilene, at 5:30 Monday 
afternoon. This was a great shock 
to Hamlin 
p ep ole, 
who 
however, 
knew Mr. Benson had been in 
ill 
health a few weeks and in the hos­ 
p ital only a few day s. 
Some weeks ago Mr. Benson be­ 
gan to suffer 
and 
his 
p hy sician 
found the trouble to be some form 
of arterial or 
heart 
involvement. 
During his short illness some day s 
he would feel stronger and hop eful 
and then a p ainful sp ell would come 
and as they became more freq uent, 
it was decided hosp italization 
was 
needed. 
Freq uent visits ox Hamlin friends 
were made to the hosp ital and even 
a few minutes before his death, his 
p astor, Rev. Henard East and Tate 
May had been in his room talking 
with him. He had had an attack ear­ 
ly Monday and he became 
uncon­ 
scious but later in the 
day 
was 
feeling better 
and 
talked 
freely 
with his visitors. Probably five or 
ten minutes after the p astor and Mr. 
May left, death came. He recogniz­ 
ed the end had 
come 
and 
said 
to Mrs. Benson, “I’m gone.” 
The body was brought to Hamlin 
by the Barrow Comp any in arrange­ 
ments for the funeral and burial. 
The p assing of Wy lie Elmer Ben­ 
son is a big loss to his family circle 
and the entire community of Ham­ 
lin. Mr. Benson alway s 
sought 
a 
p lace to fill in the civic and church 
circles wherever he resided. He was 
a dep endable man in every cap acity 
in which his friends p laced him. He 
was intensely 
sincere 
in 
every 
thought and act. Such a man in any 
community is alway s missed and his 
p lace is hard to fill. 
Mr. Benson was born at Holland- 
dale, Mississip p i, November 3, 18 8 0. 
He was just three y ears old when his 
p arents came to Tex as and settled 
in Erath County and there he grew 
to manhood on a farm of 16 1 acres, 
which p lace is still used by the Ben­ 
son family . He was married to Annie 
West at Glen Rose, Tex as, February 
28 , 19 11. Previous to his marriage 
he had moved to Haskell County in 
19 05 and worked on a farm for four 
y ears and then began his long serv­ 
ice as a dry goods salesman, start­ 
ing at O’Brien and in 19 12 he be­ 
came bookkeep er-manager for 
thq 
Cecil Store in Hamlin. He continued 
with this firm in Hamlin till it clos­ 
ed out in 19 28 . 
A fter the termination of his dry 
goods career, Mr. Benson became so­ 
licitor for the W. J. Bry ans Insur­ 
ance Agency and retained that p lace 
till his death. There is alw ajs 
a 
job for somebody to be a secretary , 
a treasurer or clerk, and Mr. Benson 
soon became known as “ Secretary .” 
He organized the Retail Merchants 
Association and was its manager. In 
19 32 he was asked to be Secretary 
for the Hamlin Chamber of Com­ 
merce. He succeeded the long serv­ 
ice of the late A. D. McLaughlin, as 
Secretary for the Hamlin Masonic 
Lodge. 
Of all the many p ositions filled 
by Mr. Benson, he is best remember­ 
ed for his devotion to his church. He 
became a member of the 
Bap tist 
church at the age of 21 and to the 
very last minute of his life he was 
loy al and faithful as a 
Christian. 
His membership 
in 
the 
Masonic 
Lodges, including Roy al Arch Chap ­ 
ter and the Shrine and his affilia­ 
tion as a Rotarian were only ex p res­ 
sions of his desire to fit into every 
factor for showing his interest in 
life about him. Some months ago he

The school law p rovides that all 
transfers must be made by August 
1st. All p arents or guardians 
who 
wish to transfer scholastics from one 
district to another should makt^ ap ­ 
p lication to do so through the coun­ 
ty sup erintendent’s office or through 
the office of the local school sup er­ 
intendent. 
The following 
four 
p rop ositions 
will solve almost any q uestion in re­ 
gard to transfers: 
1. A child must first be enumer­ 
ated in the district of his residence 
before he can be transferred. 
2. If a child’s 
grade 
is 
NOT 
taught in his home district, he can 
transfer to another district. All high 
school students p lanning to attend 
school in a district other than their 
homo district should by all means 
make ap p lication to transfer. This is 
imp erative. 
3. If a child’s grade is taught in 
his home district, he may make ap ­ 
p lication to transfer from the dis­ 
trict. In case the ap p lication is ap ­ 
p roved by the county board, the p ar­ 
ent will be resp onsible for the tu­ 
ition and transp ortation. 
4. Under the State School Law, 
the County School Board, if it sees 
fit, may revoke, with good and suf­ 
ficient cause, any transfer ap p lica­ 
tion. 
A strict comp liance 
with 
these 
four 
p rop ositions 
will 
eliminate 
p ractically all undesirable 
m atters 
p ertaining to the transfer of scho­ 
lastics.

p lus a lot of ex tra times. Just a few ; 
minutes before his death 'he 
in­ 
q uired about the attendance in his 
Sunday school the p ast Sunday . He 
was told it was “off” because of the 
rains. He smiled and said, “T hat’s 
the way ; we p ray for rain and then 
stay at home from church when the 
rains come.” He was a deacon and 
a long time as church clerk, treas­ 
urer, Sunday School Sup t., 
and 
a 
teacher. Such a life as lived by W. 
E. Benson can not be forgotten by 
those who knew him. He lived and 
served to the last moment. 
Funeral services were conducted 
Tuesday afternoon in the First Bap ­

The services were conducted

Henry Littleton with whom the de­ 
ceased had worked day in and y ear 
out for fifteen y ears, and the other 
was Rev. D. M. West,

who for more than twenty -five y ears 
had known Elmer Benson intimate­ 
ly as his own brother-in-law. 
He 
sp oke tenderly for the “family cir­ 
cle,” in a tribute affectiosately im­ 
p ressive. These ministers sought in 
vain to find words that would con­ 
vey their full feelings and esteem 
for one who had for so many y ears 
constantly help ed carry on 
their 
Christian work. The entire service 
was fitted to the life which so long 
had made the same church auditor­ 
ium his p lace for worship . 
Besides the survivors in his own 
family , Mrs. Benson, one daughter, 
Miss Max ine and one son, Carroll, 
also one brother, D. F. Benson and 
a sister, Mrs. B. F. Powell, both of 
Toy ah and another sister, Mrs. W.
